Ir­ 
win slipped a heavy steel instrum ent 
from his coat and struck Pearson 
over the head, inflicting a serious 
wound. The negro secured the of­ 
ficers revolver and escaped. 
Sunday Pearson and a posse set 
out after the negro again. T hey lo­ 
cated him in the house of another 
negro four mile* north of Henryetta. 
The man who resides in the house 
offered assistance to the officers, and 
was directing Pearson to the house

Punctuation by means of stops and 
points, so as to indicate the mean­ 
ing of sentences and assist the reader 
to a proper enunciation, is ascribed 
originally to Aristophanes, a gram­ 
marian of 
Alexandria. Egypt,

lived in the third century B. c. What­ 
ever his system may have been, it 
was subsequently neglected and for­ 
gotten,

reintroduced 
by 
Charlemagne, the various stops 
and 
symbols being designed by Warne- 
frled and Alcuin. 
The present system of punctuation 
was introduced in the latter part of 
the fifteenth century by Aldus Maut* 
tins, a \ enetian printer, who was re­ 
sponsible for our full 
stop, 
colon, 
semicolon, conima, marks of inter­ 
rogation and exclamation, parenthesis 
and dash, hyphen, apostrophe and quo­ 
tation marks. These were subsequent­ 
ly copied by other printers, until their 
use became universal. 
Nlost ancient languages were inno­ 
cent of any system of punctuation. In 
many early manuscripts the letters 
are placed at equal distastes apart. 
with no connecting link b etween ev< a 
in the matter of siccing, an arrange­ 
ment which must have rendered read­ 
ing at sight somewhat difficult.

house in Rome was opened and con­ 
secrated as a museum in memory of 
the two English poets who were

By far the roost Interesting room is 
the little bedchamber in which Keats 
died, with its two windows, one of 
which looks out over the Piazza di 
Spagna and the other on the pictur­ 
esque stairs leading up to the Church 
della Trlnita de Monte. 
From that 
window one can gaze down on the 
loveliest flower market in the world 
all the year round, and watch 
the 
ever-passing 
throng going up and 
down the Spanish steps. Many of the 
artists’ 
models 
group 
themselves 
about, or drop off for their open air 
siestas in the most natural of poses. 
In this small bedroom Keats died In 
the arms of his faithful friend, Sev­ 
ern. 
The ceiling and the little fire­ 
place have been left just as when 
Keats lived In the room. In this little 
sanctuary is the death mask of Keats, 
and a small lock pf his chestnut-brown 
hair. In a sealed vase Is a little bone 
which Trelawney kept from the heart 
—“cer cordium"—when the flames re­ 
duced all that was once Percy Bysshe 
Shelley’s frame to a handful of clean 
ashes. 
This little house where the two 
poets stayed in Rome puts us in touch 
with them on different lines 
from 
their graves, In the beautiful little 
English cemetery, under the shadow 
of the pyramid of Caius Cestius. and 
the w alls of old Rome. There are sev­ 
eral autograph letters of Keats and 
Shelley carefully treasured in the lit­ 
tle museum, as well as their songs set 
to music. 
It Is pleasant to feel that 
these poetic friends—such lovers of 
Italy!—lived and enjoyed all Italy had 
to offer them In the fulness of her 
wondrous beauty, art and history, and 
when life’s fitful fever ended for them, 
they rest in her loving bosom.

mlsslon in Giithrie, last January, the 
express companies were represented 
by a mumiber of high salaried attor- 
neys and express expents from New 
York City, and the proposed rate re- 
ductions were 'bitterly fought. It de- 
veloped during the hearing that *he 
express companies were maintaining 
the same rates which they had -put 
in effect twenty-five years ago, at 
time when the territories were a wild- 
erness, with a .very few -white in- 
habitants. 
The 'Pacific 'Express com- 


pany had the lowest scale of rates, 
and1 tlie American Bxipress company 
had the highest. It was also disclos- 
ed at the iheariiig that the operating 
expenses- of express companies were 
based on a per centage of the gross 
receipts, paid to railroads and agents.

Rome.—Early in April, In tbe pres- 


ence of King Victor Emmanuel HI., of 
Italy, tbe 
Keats-Shelley memorial 


bouse in Rome was opened and con- 
secrated as a museum In memory of 
the Jwo English poets who were 
friends. 
Henceforth this bouse, situ- 


ated on tbe right hand side of the old 
Spanish stairs, in the Piazza dl Spag- 
na, wlU be a new resort tor English- 
speaking tourists and loves of these 
poets when In tbe Eternal olty. Tbe 
bouse bas been bought by English 
and American lovers of poesy. 
It 


cost 160,000. It is a modest house, 
which in Keats' and Shelley's day waa 
a pension, or boarding house 


There Is a Quiet seriousness about 


the premises, as If the shadow still 
lingered where young Keats breathed 
his last sigh. In tbe little entrance 
hang some old engravings, which give 
one an Idea of the Piazza dl Spagna 
before the Spanish stairs were built 
and after 
their 
construction 
The 


house has been renovated 
Tbe cen- 


tral room has been transformed into 
a reading room. 
Around the walls 


run the book shelves made of dark 
walnut, tbe floor is covered by thick 
Turkish rugs 
Sir Moses Ezekiel's 


bust of Shelley holds a 
prominent 


place in this room, as well as that 
made of Shelley by Severn. 
It Is 


rather hard to put oneself In touch 
with the two poetic spirits who lived 
in this bouse, amid the babble of the

tourists, and the questions with which 
they ply the civil Italian gentleman 
who acts as curator 
I am quite sure 


he must be almost distracted after 
his morning's work, for tbe house la 
only open every day to the 
publio 


from ten o'clock until one p. m. 


One of the little rooms leads out 


on the dearest little terrazionoo, 
which in these lovely spring days Is a 
display of beautiful flowers and creep- 
ing vines 
Here one can easily fancy 


Keats and Shelley resting and chat- 
ting together 
In another room the 


book shelves hold 200 editions 
of 


Keats' and Shelley's works 
Most of 


these being recent editions, have little 
value except as evidence of the con- 
tinuing fame of the poets—but Is not 
that worth while to show In this way7 


By far the most Interesting room Is 


tbe little bedchamber in which Keats 
died, with Its two windows, one of 
which looks out over the Piazza di 
Spagna and the other on the pictur- 
esque stairs leading up to the Church 
delta Trlnita de Monte 
From that 


window one can gaze down on the 
loveliest flower market to the world 
all tbe year round, and watch 
the 


ever passing throng going up and 
down, the Spanish steps 
Many of tha 


artists' 
models 
group 
themselves 


about, or drop off for their open air 
siestas In the most natural of poses. 


In this small bedroom Keats died in 


the arms of his faithful friend, Sev- 
ern 
The ceiling and the little flre- 


alace have been left Just as wben 
Keats lived in the room In this little 
sanctuary is the death mask of Keats, 
and a small lock pf his chestnut brown 
bair 
In a sealed vase is a little bone 


which Trelawney kept from the heart 
—"cer cordium"—wben the flames re- 
duced all that was once Percy Bysshe 
Shelley's frame to a handful of clean 
ashes 


This little house where the two 


poets stayed in Rome puts us In touch 
with them on different lines 
from 


their graves. In the beautiful little 
English cemetery, under the shadow 
of the pyramid of Calus Cestius, and 
the walls of old Rome There are sev- 
eral autograph letters of Keats and 
Shelley carefully treasured In the lit- 
tle museum, as well as their songs set 
to music 
It Is pleasant to feel that 


these poetic friends—such lovers of 
Italy1—lived and enjoyed all Italy had 
to offer them In the fulness of ber 
wondrous beauty, art and history, and 
when life's fitful fever ended for them, 
they rest in her loving bosom.
